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People in town who are trying 
to grow gardens have ample cause 
to hate the memory of the mis­ 
guided persons who imported Eng­ 
lish sparrows 
to 
America. 
The 
pesky bird* insist in eating up 
the young stuff as fast as it comes 
out of the ground and gardening 
operations are greatly retarded by 
these hungry pests. No means has 
yet been found that has any ap­ 
preciable effect on their ‘number 
and each succeeding year finds more 
sparrows to devour gardens in town 
and grain within a radius of sev­ 
eral miles around. The sparrows pre­ 
fer to live in town as a rule and 
pick up much o ftheir living on 
the streets. Being natural scrappers 
they drive away many native birds, 
that are of real benefit. 


J. C. Praytor, who lives east of 
the city lake. reports selling about 
1,000 rhubarb plants this spring. 
He raises a nice patch of it every 
year and has had good success with 
it. 


Farm Credit Legislation 
The new farm credit act is of 
vital importance to the farmer. In 
order to receive the full benefit of 
Its provisions, it is necessary that 
farmers store their products in fed­ 
erally licensed warehouses. Henry 
Wallace, secretary of agriculture, 
explains the new law, as follows: 
“Questions are being asked as 
to the operation of the new credit 
law, known a* the Agricultural Cred* 
Us Act of 1923, and the relation 
between the credit facilities pro­ 
vided in this act and existing insti­ 
tutions. such, for example,, as, the 
War Finance ^Corporation and ' the 
Federal Warehouse Corporation and 
the Federal Warehouse Act. 
“The 
Agricultural 
Credits 
Act 
does not in any w a y interfere with 
the functioning of the War Fin­ 
ance Corporation. The life of the 
War Finance Corporation was ex­ 
tended to Feb m an' 29, 1924, for 
the purpose of making sure that 
there should be no restriction of 


purposes and for a longer term than 
heretofore, because they have as­ 
surance that they can* readily dis- j 
count farmers* notes for such loans j 
at the intermediate credit banks. 
Consequently I can see no good t 
reason why farmers who* are Cnr j 
titled to credit should not get what j 
they need.

farmers should see to it that the 
warehouses in which they expect 
to store their products on the way 
to market are licensed! under the 
Federal law.

“Title I of the Agricultural Credit 
Act provided for the establishment 
of a Federal intermediate credit 
bank in each of the twelve Federal 
Land Bark districts.

Immediately upon pass­ 
age Of the act the Federal Farm 
Loan Board called to Washington 
the presidents of the land banks

The licensed ca­ 
pacity for cotton is now sufficient 
to store at one tiime about one- 
fourth of a normal cotton crop, and 
for wool about one-sixth of the an­ 
nual clip. Originally the law limited 
licensed warehouse commodities to 
cotton, wool, tobacco and grain. On 
February 24 the law was so amend­ 
ed as to remove the limitations and 
under the present law the Secretary 
of Agriculture can license ware­ 
house for the storage of any prod­ 
ucts which he considers would con­ 
stitute sound collateral. Also he can 
license Inspectors ard samplers fir 
commodities stored in warehouses, 
as well as graders and! weighers. 
Receipts issued by Federal licensed

Workmen in Krupp Plant are 
Shot Down W hen They 
Try Revolt 


SIX REPORTED DEAD 


French Declare Workmen In 
Plant Refused To 
Heed Orders 


6SSEN, Germany, March 31.— 
Clashes between French forces and 
German workmen at the Krupp 
plant here today resulted in the 
death of five or six of the Ger­ 
man workmen, and the wounding 
of about thirty. 
According to the French version 
of the affair, a lieutenant and! 
eleven soldiers who went to the 
Kriipp works for the purpose of 
requisitioning automobiles,, were set 
upon by a mob variously estimated 
at from 2000 to 3000 which was 
called out by a sentry firing. 
The mob showered stones on the 
soldiers while many of the w 
men. armed with 
revolvers fired 
shots at them. The soldiers re­ 
turned the fire.

over the heads of the mob and 
when the workmen refused to dis­ 
p u te finally aimed to kill. 
Vi hen the clash was at its height 
an automobile, bearing two French 
civilian engineers, came along and 
these were set upon by the work­ 
men. They were badly beaten, and 
severely wounded.

of French soldiers but not before 
he was struck by several missi 
The engineers were taken into the

Control of ('wiling Moth. 
By w. E. Jackson 
Acting Entom ologist, Oklahom a A g­ 
ricultural Experim ent Station. 
A liquid spray of lead* arsenate is 
about the only method of controll­ 
ing the codling moth. The spray 
commonly known as the calyx spray 
is of greatest im portance in prevent­ 
ing apples from becoming worm y. 
Ere one and one-half pounds of 
powdered lead arsenate to fifty gal­ 
lons o f water or if the paste form 
of lead arsenate is used' add three 
pounds to fifty gallons of water. 
The young worms 
o f the 
first 
brood 
usually 
enter 
the 
fruit 
through the calyx or 'blossom end 
of the apple 
Make the application after most 
of the petals have fallen. The rule 
usually follow ed is to spray when 
about three-fourths of the petals or 
white part of the blossom are shed- 
To be 
effective, the application 
must be made before the calyx end 
oT the aPP*e closes. A fter the calyx 
is dosed*, 
it is 
alm ost impossible 
to force the poison into it. 
The application should be made 
with a #pump that w ill maintain at 
least two hundred pounds of con­ 
stant pressure.

While a great majority of the 
citizens of Pantotoc county believe 
in a 
reasonable 
enforcement of 
these laws, and would not use il­ 
legal means in the taking of fish, 
quail, ets. there are some selfish 
and unscrupulous fellows who in­ 
sist on and’ persist in dynamiting 
streams for fish and killing quai! 
out of season. I have reliable in­ 
formation that no less than a doz­ 
en shots of explosive were set off 
in Boggy on and near my premises 
during the past week and in day­ 
light. Most of the depredations are 
done by people who do not live in 
this 
immediate community. 
They 
run down in cars, place their shots 
and# get away as quickly as possible 
or else camp over night and set off 
their dynamite at two o’clock in the 
morning. 
, 
Of course everybody knows there s 
no sportmanship in that sort of bus­ 
iness and that It runlns the fishing 
grounds for those of us who would 
like to fish by legal methods. 
Not many days ago I fo u n d a 
goodly quantity of quail feathere 
etc., at a deserted camp in, my field 
and some logs burning dangerously 
near one of my hay stacks. I have 
never posted any of my enclosures 
and have never objected to any le­ 
gal followers of Isaac Walton hav­ 
ing full range therein; but I am 
now being forced to post these en­ 
closures and all campers are warn­ 
ed to stay out.

A special effort will be made by 
me and my neighbors to catch up 
with any dynamiting parties and all 
such offenders will be promptly re­ 
ported and prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law.
